Millions of dollars in campaign contribu- 
tions have poured into the Eastside’s 45th 
District Senate race, turning the contest into 
a battlefield for powerful political interests. 

The contest between Democrat Manka 
Dhingra and Republican 
Jinyoung Lee Englund is by 
far the most expensive legis- 
lative race in Washington 
state history. More than 
$8.5 million total already 
has been raised by the two 
candidates or spent by inde- 
pendent political commit- 
tees supporting or opposing Manka 
their campaigns. 

The outcome of Tuesday’s 
vote is expected to deter- 
mine which party controls 
the state Senate. A Republi- 
can-led coalition currently 
holds a one-vote majority in 
the Senate, while Democrats
